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Of airport ruling 


Romulus joins in appeal

Romulus officials have taken a 
second stand against expansion of 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

During a meeting packed with 
supporters of a court case against 
construction of a 12.000-foot, $32 
million runway in the airport, the 
Romulus City Council voted 5-2 to 
appeal a decision of a Federal 
District Court Judge Cornelia J. 
Kennedy allowing the work. 

Councilmen Beverly McAnally, 
Joan A Lee. Fred Junior Block and 


William M. Oakley made speeches 
in favor of continuing the suit, and 
Mayor Pro Tern Gervazio (Jerry) 
Cane jo joined them. 

Councilmen Jimmie C. Raspberry 
and Robert Martin opposed the suit. 

The action will bind the council to 
defraying at least half of an an- 
ticipated $10,000 to $13,000 appeals 
cost, according to Jerrold Fadem, 
the attorney who handled the 
original case before Judge Kennedy 

Speaking after the meeting, Mrs 
McAnally. a leader in the fight 
against the airport since elected to 
office in 1973, said, “The city has 
learned in the past that it cannot 


trust the operators of the airport to 
look out for its good. 

“There have been promises made 
over all the years the airport has 
been growing in the community, and 
few of them have been kept. 

“I’m afraid the only way the 
airport will be checked in its place, 
and the administrators bound to a 
means of operation responsible to 
the community is through the force 
of a lawsuit, where the airport 
operators realize they must take into 
account the feelings and desires of 
the citizens and elected officials in 
Romulus.”

reduces city bu

If was through the elimination of 
money set aside to provide extra 
service that Romulus cuy ad- 
ministrators have been able to show 
a nearly $84,000 reduction in the city 
budget 

Although the amended Romulus 
city budget, prepared by Mayor 
James C. Stewart and submitted to 
the Romulus City Council, shows a 
$53,000 reduction in administrative 
salaries when compared to the 1975- 
76 budget prepared by former 
mayor Terry L. Troutt, the single 
major cut in the Stewart spending 
program came in the Department of 
Public Works through the 
elimination of $101,000 set aside 


under the Troutt plan for storm 
sewer maintenance and im- 
provement projects. 

The better than $100,000 cut came 
out of a total $131,000 appropriation 
in the DPW budget for storm sewei* 
maintenance — a fund established 
by the approval of a .6-mill tax in- 
crease by the Romulus City Council 
last June. 

The other major reduction came 
through the total elimination of the 
Troutt’s Department of Responsive 


Government — an agency Stewart 
termed “needless if the mayor is 
doing the job he was elected for” 
during the November mayoral 
campaign. 

Stewart's spending plan shows a * 
savings of $31,000 by eliminating the 
Department of Responsive 
Government at the middle of the 
1975-76 fiscal year. 

However the total $132,000 savings 
shown by the elimination cf the fund 
and the department does not show 


Sheriff seeks clues 


in slaying of man, 31 


Officers of the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Road Patrol are seeking a 
suspect and a possible motive in the 
slaying of a 31-year-old Pontiac man 
whose body was found in Romulus. 

Members of the department were 
asked to check a ditch at the side of 
Middle Belt Road between Eureka 
and Northline roads after a Romulus 
citizen spotted what he thought was 
a body at 10:45 a m. Saturday. 


According to reports by the 
Sheriffs Department, the dead man 
was James Stacy Gordy, also known 
as James W. Wilder, 31, of Pontiac 
Officers of the department 
described the dead man, who was 
found clad in a pair of undershorts 
and wrapped in a sheet, as a known 
homosexual who was last seen in the 
company of a 340-pound female 
impersonator on their way to 
Detroit. 


A spokesman for the Sheriffs 
Department said there were signs of 
mutilation in the slaying. 

The time of death was not 
available. 

Officials are seeking the person 
last seen in the company of the dead 
man to trace his whereabouts from 
the time he left Pontiac Saturday 
evening. 

Stacy recently had been released 
from Jackson Prison. 


Water, sewage rate 


to increase in future 


Romulus residents will face in- 
creasing water and sewage disposal 
rates in the future 
Mayor James C Stewart said he 
has received official word from the 
Downriver Sewage Disposal System 
that the city’s charge for sending 
water to Wyandotte for treatment 
will be increased from 93 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet to $2 13 for the same 
amount. 

At the same time, the city is 
awaiting word on an anticipated 40 
percent rate increase from the 
Detroit Water Board 
“We’ve sent representatives who 
have voiced objections to the 
meetings, but their complaints fall 
on deaf ears,” Stewart said “Rate 
increases like this are real rip-offs 
for the citizens of the community.” 

Stewart indicated he had no idea 
how much rate charges will go up for 
residents in the community, but said 
the city will begin studying the need 


“within a week or two.” 

“We’U try to eliminate all the fat 
from the budget before raising 
rates, but the way it looks, there will 
be a need to increase the charges to 
residents,” he added 

Belleville residents, who are part 
of the downriver sewage disposal 
system, have seen their water bills 
increase by 40 percent because of a 
similar 130 percent boost in charges 
to the city for the Wyandotte 
treatment plant. 

No adjustments have been made 
in Belleville users’ charges for the 
anticipated water rate increase 
from Detroit. 

Van Buren Township water 
customers likewise are awaiting 
word on how much rates will in- 
crease because of the dowTinver 
sewage disposal system and the 
Detroit Water Board. 

“W'hat really bothers me is the 
amount,’’ Stewart said. “In a letter 


detailing the need for the rate in- 
crease, the downriver sewage 
disposal system said it had received 
a $10 million grant for increasing 
capacity in its sewage treatment 
plant instead of an anticipated $14 
million grant. 

“1 either will write to 
Congressman (William D. ) Ford 
(D-15th District) or will ask the 
council to do so to find out why the 
downriver sewage disposal group 
did not receive a full grant for the 
sewage treatment 

“But at the same time. I wonder 
why rates go up 130 percent when 
you consider the $4 million loss in 
grants has to be made up by 13 
communities 

“It seems inflated ” 

The mayor said he will be getting 
in touch with leaders from 
surrounding communities to 
determine what, if anything, can be 
done to counteract the rate in- 
creases 


handled the original case in Federal 
District Court said the costs will not 
skyrocket in the appeals process as 
they had during the original trial. 

The original trial before Judge 
Kennedy had been slated as $30,000 
when first conceived two years ago. 
However, attorney bills and witness 
fees went up to $57,000 before the 
judge made the final ruling. 

According to Fadem, the appeals 
cost will be stabilized because 
litigants in the suit cannot add to the 
case as it goes along, as in the 
district court battle. 

The appeal will be decided only on 
the facts of the original case. 


The two council members who 
opposed the appeal had voiced 
concern about the extra cost and the 
concept of “government agencies 
fighting among themselves with the 
same taxpayers’ money.” 

In addition, Raspberry questioned 
an appeal because it may remove a 
potential cause of damage claims 
for litigants in a future suit. 

The persons who organized the 
original suit against expansion now- 
are embarking on a plan to sue the 
airport’s operators — the Wayne 
County Road Commission — for 
damages caused homes and 
buildings in runway paths 


throughout Romulus by high noise 
levels. 

A similar suit pressed in Los 
Angeles on behalf of Los Angeles 
schools whose use was damaged by- 
high noise levels from an airport, 
resulted in a $19.25 million damage 
settlement outside of court. 

Raspberry had reasoned during a 
meeting w-ith Fadem in late 
December that stopping the con- 
struction of the new runway would 
also stop airline overflights from 
that runway and limit residents 
ability to claim damages from that 
runway’s use.

up on the “bottom line” of the 
budget because of an extra $50,000 
payment for the Romulus Urban 
Renewal program which had not 
been budgeted under the Troutt 
plan. 

single major administrative 
change shown in the budget is the 
creation of a Department of the 
Comptroller under the Stewart plan 
through the elimination of the Water 
and Sewer Department and the 
combining its functions with the 
Purchasing and Finance Depart- 
ment. 

The Department of the Comp- 
troller will handle the water and 
sewer billing function and the 
finance function while a City Hall 
and Grounds Department will 
handle the purchasing function. 

Under the re-organization, 
Stewart shows a $190,000 cost for the 
new Department of the Comptroller 
compared to a $135,000 cost under 
Troutt’s Purchasing and Finance 
Department concept and $78,000 cost 
under Troutt’s Water and Sewer 
Department concept. 

However, a major increase is 
shown in the City Hall and Grounds 
portion of Stewart’s proposed budget 
with $38,000 being added to the 
original $135,000 set aside under the 
Troutt budget. The extra cost is to 
cover the cost of hiring a new pur- 
chasing director and a secretary to 
assist him under the new City Hall 
and Grounds concept. 

In all, Stewart’s budget shows a 
mid-year savings of $91,000 in 
personnel costs through the 
elimination of administrative posts 
and the transfer of some clerical 
posts to the federally-funded 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) for salaries 
Stewart’s plan shows a $53,000 
reduction in administrative costs 
through the elimination of two ad- 
ministrators in the Department of 
Responsive Government, a roads 
administrator in the Department of 
Public Works and an administrator 
for the City Hall and Grounds among 
others. 

However, it is uncertain whether 
the transfer of one secretary and two 
dispatchers to the federal CETA 
program will be allowed, since 
CETA regulations require that 
anyone hired under the program be 
unemployed for at least a month 
prior to being hired under the 
program 

Despite overall administrative 
salary savings, under the Stewart 
plan, several department ad- 
ministrators, including some who 
stayed on from the Troutt to the 
Stewart administrations, received 
salary increases 

Salary- increases are budgeted for 
the personnel director — $1,112. fire 
chief — $208, pound master — $208, 
DPW director — $208, recreation 
director — $1,480 and planning 
director — $208 

The fire chief. DPW director and 
recreation director are carry-overs 
from the Troutt administration 
In addition to salary’ increases for 
some administrators, the Stewart 
budget shows a $10,150 budget in- 
crease for the city attorney up 
from> Troutt’s budgeted $62,000

Smith on panel to probe civil service 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has appointed 
Wayne County Commissioner Royce 
Smith and six otters to a special 
committee to investigate policies 
and practices of the county civil 
service system. 

Chairing the committee is Com- 
missioner Arthur M. Carter (D- 
Detroit), who proposed the probe. 

“Civil service was originally set 
up to be an objective tool for the 
selection of county employees. 
However, numerous complaints 
received by me and other com- 
missioners would lead us to doubt 
very seriously the objectivity and 
fairness of civil service practices 
and procedures,” Carter said. “We 
will investigate every complaint 
received by this committee. This 
includes all hiring, promotional and 
job transfer procedures of the civil 
service system.” 

Each member of the review board 
presents a major county board, with 
the commissioner-members 
representing committees of the 
Board of Commissioners. 

Serving with Carter, who is from 
Human Resources Committee, are: 

E. Smith (D-Belleville), who will 
act as vice-chairman and as the 
county labor board representative, 
plus four Detroit Democrats — 
Clemens E. Bykowski, of the Public 
Works Committee; Jackie L. Currie, 
of the Ways and Means Committee; 
Robert D. Mahoney, of the General 
Government Committee; and Rose 
Mary C. Robinson, presenting the 
Public Safety & Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

Wayne County Auditor Leonard D. 
Proctor also will serve representing 
the county hospital governing board, 
the Board of County Insitutions. 

Roscoe L. Bobo, chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners, who made 
the appointments, said the work of 
reviewing civil service complaints 
by the committee would begin 
“almost immediately” and continue 
for 90 days. 

Public hearings are planned 
throughout the county during day 
and evening hours to enable all those 
effected, including county em- 
ployees and private citizens to be 
heard, Carter said. He added that 
the identity of those who testify will 
be protected when desired. 

Carter cited a survey conducted 
by the Wayne County Office of 
Human Relations which shows that 
when the Wayne County Child 
Development Center closed down in 
1973, that in transfers to other 
Wayne county departments, white 
employees were given a decided 
salary advantage over black em- 
ployees. 

“We will ask the chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners for sub- 
poena power to open records and to 
require testimony from pertinant 
individuals within the county 


government,” he added. “This 
committee will make recom- 
mendations to the Board of Com- 
missioners regarding changes in 
practices and procedure that we find 


to be unjust 

“We further intend to ask the State 
Legislature to bring state laws into 
line with the recommendations 
made by the National Civil League 


report, an action which is long 
overdue.” 

The League’s study, com- 
missioned by the Board of Com- 
missioners in 1972, called the 


county’s three-member Civil Ser- 
vice Commission “almost univer- 
sally distrusted.” In virtually every 
major function, the personnel 
system fails to meet general stan- 


dards of acceptance and ef- 
fectiveness," the report continued 
“The personnel system is generally 
perceived as uncoordinated and 
confused 


Biker 'code' blocks probe 
into Sumpter Twp. death 


A “code of the road” may be 
hindering the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Road Patrol in its in- 
vestigation of the death of a 
Westland man in Sumpter Town- 
ship. 

According to police reports, 
sheriffs officers are finding it dif- 
ficult to track down two members of 
the Detroit-based Highwaymen 
Motorcycle Club for questioning in 
the fatal shooting of 22-year-old 
Dennis Anthony George of Westland 
because associates of the two bikers 
fear reprisal for giving information 
to the police. 


“Through the grapevine we’ve 
heard that one of the suspects in the 
shooting has left the state, but we’re 
having difficulty getting any con- 
crete information because of the 
fears of witnesses and acquain- 
tances of the suspects,” said one 
official from the sheriffs depart- 
ment. 

George was found shot in the chest 
by members of the Bikers United 
Motorcycle Club in Sumpter 
Township shortly after he left the 
biker’s clubhouse Jan. 3. 

According to witnesses at the 


scene, the dead man had left the 
clubhouse early in the morning Jan. 
3 and was followed by the two 
members of the Highwaymen’s 
Motorcycle Club. 

The dead man allegedly had ex- 
changed verbal jabs with the two 
bikers who are being sought in the 
shooting. 

The dead man is a member, or 
associate, of the former Blue Angels 
Motorcycle Club — a Detroit based 
club which had been the target of 
biker violence prior to disbanding 
last year.

Winter sports fun 
calls for caution 


With the arrival of winter snow at 
the metroparks, including Lower 
Huron Metropark near Belleville, 
Western Wayne County winter 
sports enthusiasts may be wise to 
brush up on their safety tips for the 
use of toboggans and sleds. 

The one basic fact of safety is 
checking for hidden hazards, since 
snow may cover logs, stumps, stones 
or fences. 

Check the snow condition before 
taking the first ride to avoid frozen 
snow and ice that can cut like broken 
glass, and don't go down any hill you 
cannot see the entire length of the 
ride. Also don’t use areas, or hills, 
where there are bumps or drop-offs. 

Chief Park Ranger Robert C. 
Skellenger of the Kensington 
Metropark near Milford also advises 
that winter visitors, read and obey 
all posted rules and signs. 


Skellenger recommended that 
sledders wear warm clothing and 
footwear, protecting their face and 
hands with ear muffs, gloves and 
scarves. 

Pads should be attached securely 
to toboggans and each toboggan 
should be checked for broken or 
cracked boards. It should not be 
overloaded and as with sleds, 
passengers should keep their arms 
and legs inside, holding tightly to 
side ropes. 

Sleds and toboggans should not be 
used on the same runs since sleds 
cut ruts making it difficult to keep 
toboggans running smoothly. 

In heavy use areas, sledders 
should allow groups ahead of them 
sufficient time to clear the hill 
before beginning their runs.

defeat mandatory 
pricing of items

For every new idea that lets a business improve service to 
the public and make a little money doing it there seems to be 
a movement to harass the innovator with restrictions based 
on "maybe this could happen" theories. 

There's such a movement afoot in the Michigan Senate 
right now and it should be stopped in its tracks. There isn't 
much time left. 

The innovation is a computer system that replaces the 
present chore of individually ringing up every purchase on 
the cash register. By passing the purchased item over a 
scanner the computer does the job automatically, furnishing 
a more detailed cash register tape than the old system. 
Pricing and item designation is given the computer by pre- 
printed codes on each item. 

There are four advantages to this adaptation of modern 
technology to multiple sales items. It substitutes price listing 
on the store's shelves for item by item price stamping, 
eliminating costly and time consuming hand stamping and 
restamping; since a computer makes fewer mistakes than a 
human it improves accuracy of cash register totals; it cuts 
down on those long waits in line for your turn at the cash 
register because everyone will get through faster; and the 
stores get better inventory control. 

That sounds like a pretty good tradeoff to us. Eliminating 
hand stamping will let the stores save money and divert part 
of the saving to better service in other parts of the business. 
Better inventory control will permit a reduction in spoilage, 
quicker detection of non-selling items, quicker shifts of in- 
ventory to meet customer demand. 

The buyer gets faster service, more accuracy and an un- 
seen and probably unfelt (pocketwise) reduction in future 
price hikes. 

The system is working in approximately 35 stores across 
the country. Two Michigan stores have been testing it since 
early last year. They are checking it out to see if it works and 
how their customers feel about it. If it bombs in the market 
place the stores will swallow their losses and try something 
else. So far, buyer acceptance is growing according to sur- 
veys taken before and after the systems were installed. 

But now comes SB 1155, poised for action in the Michigan 
Senate soon after the Legislature reconvenes. Its backers say 
the decision could "go either way by one or two votes." 

The bill is as simple as it is devastating to the concept. It 
would require every store to put the price on every item, 
eliminating one of the biggest sources of savings to both the 
store and the customer. 

Backers cite two reasons. They say eliminating item 
pricing will prevent the shopper from "comparison buying." 
They also say there "could be" some businessmen who would 
rig the computer to charge higher prices than shown on the 
shelf price lists, or who could otherwise bilk the buyer. 

The bill's supporters have no hard evidence of either 
possibility being a fact. Only their beliefs and apparent 
distrust of the business community. 

We don't buy either argument. 

If the new system so completely curtails comparison 
shopping that the buyer is disadvantaged the protest should 
and will be registered right at the store. That's what the tests 
are for. To let the public decide — not the politicians. 

And if there are some who would attempt to use such a new 
system to chisel on their customers we already have plenty of 
fraud laws and enforcement agencies to catch and prosecute 
them. Certainly there is something less than a crying need 
for another costly bureaucratic agency to enforce further 
unnecessary harassment of business. 

You haven't got many hours to get your message to your 
state senator about this proposal. The message should be: 

"Kill it." . ,

submerged submarines — 
installed in the U.P. Only in a 
democracy would the 
citizens of an area be given a 
say in such a matter.. Their 
decision will be only as good 
as the well of information 
from which they draw. 

Sadly, someone is trying to 
poison the well. 

The Detroit Free Press, 
with a series of poorly 
researched, one-sided ar- 
ticles, has been doing its 
utmost to portray Seafarer 
as some sort of sinister, Dr. 
Strangelove plot which would 
wreak unimagineable 
damage. Its reporters have 
taken statements totally out 
of context in some instances, 
misinterpreted them in 
others, and misrepresented 
facts in others. 

We call attention to the 
situation reluctantly and 
only because it has been so 
consistent and because it 
appears it will continue 
unabated. 

The Free Press effort 
started with a two-part series 
which was supposed to ex- 
plain Seafarer. The first part 
dealt with what it is and with 
some arguments pro and 
con. The second dealt with 
the people supposedly 
backing Seafarer and 
painted them as a sort of 
underground, conspiratorial 
group plotting to foist this 
obviously terrible project 
onto an unsuspecting public. 
There was no attempt, either 
favorably or unfavorably, to 
outline the opposition. 

Then the Free Press 
"discovered" a report 
suggesting prolonged ex- 
posure to a Seafarer-like 
system might raise 
triglyceride levels In 
humans. Such high levels 
have been suggested as a 
possible cause of heart 
disease. It described it as a 
report the Navy was trying to 
hide when in truth the 
Michigan Environmental 
Review Board had had a 
copy for three months. The 
real "secret" document was 
merely a list of areas of 
research the Navy was in- 
terested in and everything in 
it was already public in some 
form or another. 

To top this off, the head of 
the Environmental Review 
Board, Dr. William Cooper, 
said later the study on 
triglycerides whioh the Free 
Press had waved about so 
gleefully was "garbage." 
Cooper said the research 
techniques used in drawing it 
up were so haphazard the 
study was worthless. But 
since the study appeared to 
look bad for the Seafarer, the 
Free Press hadn't bothered 
to check its worth. 

The clincher came, 
however, when the Free 
Press took some statements 
by a Navy spokesman, ap- 
parently purposely 
misrepresented them, and 
printed a story saying Gov. 
Milliken and the people of the 
U.P. might not have the final 
say on whether Seafarer is 
built in Michigan. 

What the spokesman, Lt. 
Commander Norm Karns, 
said when asked if Milliken 
could veto the project was "I 
don't think I can make a 
decision for the Department 
of Defense on a question of 
this importance without the 
Department of Defense first 
addressing the question." 

What he meant was that as 
a middle level officer there 
was no way he could say yes 
or no without checking with 
his superiors — the men who 
could make that decision. 
But what the story said was 
that the project might be 
built even if Milliken and the 
U.P. residents didn't want it. 

The story was printed only 
two days after the director of 
the project, Asst. Secretary 
of Defense Thomas. Reed, 
had assured the governor's 
office he would have a veto 
over it. But the Free Press 
chose to headline its 


misrepresentation of what 
Karns said rather than what 
Reed, the man in charge, had 
promised. 

The point of all this is that 
in its preoccupation with 
distorting some very minor 
points there is a great danger 
the Free Press will succeed 
in diverting the public debate 
from the real questions. 

Those questions are: 

— why does the Navy want 
to build Seafarer in the U.P.? 

— will it cause irreparable 
environment damage? 

Seafarer is going to be 
built. The only question is 
where. Two western states — 
Nevada and New Mexico — 
have asked for it to be built 
there. 

The Navy says It prefers 
the U.P. because it says it 
can save $300 million for the 
taxpayers by building it 
here. If nothing else, It would 
seem anyone who has been 


as critical of Pentagon waste 
as the Free Press would have 
an intellectual obligation to 
fairly consider a proposal to 
save that much money. 

There has been a great 
deal of heat, but not much 
light on the environmental 
question. The truth is that 
right now no one knows what 
the environmental impact 
will be. That won't be known 
until the environmental 
impact statement is com- 
pleted next May. That 
statement is being drawn up 
by the Navy under the close 
scrutiny of the En- 
vironmental Review Board 
under Cooper's guidance. 
Only when the massive 
document is put together can 
a decision be made on the 
facts. 

Gov. Milliken made a plea 
for calm reason to prevail in 
a letter to Reed which bears 
repeating. 


"Attempts to persuade 
public opinion prior to 
finalization of the en- 
vironmental impact 
statement will not only 
detract from Michigan's 
ability to make a final 
decision based on a reasoned 
deliberation of the facts, but 
also tend to destroy the 
credibility of the EIS. 

In other words, let's wait 
until we have all the facts 
before we start arguing and 
trying to persuade. And let's 
wait for the facts instead of 
dealing with emotion and 
half-truths. 

That doesn't seem like too 
much to ask, even from an 
institution with the pompous 
tendencies the Free Press 
manifests from time to time. 
If it wants to call itself the 
Free Press, the least it could 
do is stick with the facts.

lt was a typical first storm of the 
winter: six inches of wet, very 
heavy, almost defiant snow had 
covered the ground during the night. 

John Nelson ( a pseudonym) 
looked out of the picture window in 
his living room, and decided to 
shovel his sidewalk before going to 
work that morning. 

John had just finished a sub- 
stantial breakfast — consisting 
principally of fried foods washed 
down with several cups of coffee — 
and he now was puffing on his third 
cigarette of the still-early morning. 

At age 46 and some 25 lbs. over- 
weight, John Nelson simply was in 
no condition to accept nature’s 
challenge. Indeed, without knowing 
it, he was a prime candidate for an 
Ml (myocardial infarction, or heart 
attack). 

With angry, powerful thrusts he 
attacked the snow with a frenzy — 
he was bent from the hips and he 
pitched his white enemy as far as he 
could across the lawn. 

In short time perspiration began 
to form on his brow His undershirt 
became clammy, and breathing was 
labored and somewhat painful. 

Suddenly, a pain radiated down 
the inside of his left arm. and his 
chest felt as if it were being con- 
stricted in a powerful vise. 

John remembers letting go of the 
shovel and starting to walk toward 
the front door of his house 

And that is the last conscious 
event he can recall clearly. 

He was transported to the An- 
napolis Hospital ER (Emergency 
Room) by the Fire Department 
Rescue Service, where, as a 
suspected MI, he was given im- 
mediate attention. 

He was made comfortable and 
pain medication was given IV’s 
were started, oxygen was ad- 
ministered. blood was drawn for a 
complete laborat<ry work-up, an 
EKG was ordered, and chest X-rays 
were taken 

In short, John Nelson was the 
fortunate beneficiary of a medical 
service equipped with the latest in 
sophisticated electronics and 
machinery and staffed with 
professionals whose training and 
experience reflect the highest 
standards of their art. 

After he was stabilized, John 
Nelson was transferred to the CCU 
(Cardiac Care Unit) from where he 


would begin his recovery and 
rehabilitation. 

The head nurse in the CCU, Lois 
Schurig, RN, said: “The heart is a 
muscular organ which pumps 
oxygenated blood through the ar- 
teries, thus providing essential 
nutrients to the body. 

•infarction, simply stated, means 
that a portion of the heart muscle 
has been either partially deprived of 
its blood supply, or that the supply 
has been curtailed completely.” 

“As a result of either of these 
phenomena, the affected portion of 
the muscle — because it’s lost its 
supply of oxygen — will die,” she 
added. 

She also said that possibly 65 
percent of all MI victims experience 
a warning prior to the actual onset of 
an attack — a warning which is all 
too often self-diagnosed as in- 
digestion or some other not-to-worry 
about incidenL 

“Heartdiseaseisthe no. 1 killer in 
America today,” she said. “While 
we do understand that heredity 
plays an important role in one’s 
ultimate physical condition, we also 
understand that there are some 
things people can do to help main- 
tain themselves in a condition of 
good health ” 


The excessive use of alcohol, 
tobacco products and caffeine 
substances do little good, and most 
likely are to some extent harmful to 
the body 

Excess body weight — and 
especially as it approaches obesity 
— puts an unnecessary stress on the 
heart which may result in hyper- 
sension (high blood pressure) 

Week-end athletes (those people 
who sit at a desk all week and 
engage in very little physical ac- 
tivity) too often over-exercise in 
their limited free time and thus 
place demands on the cardio- 
vascular system which can not be 
satisfied by an out -of -condition body. 

Taking good care of your body — 
and, after all, it is the only one you 
have— may not give you an extra 10 
years of lif^ but, you will live 
whatever years you have coming 
much happier and with less physical 
distress in a well-conditioned body. 

The only safe and intelligent way 
to determine the state of your 
physical condition is to be examined 
by your family physician. And, after 
you see the doctor, we might 
suggest tnat you follow his 
guidelines explicitly.

Sisters of St. 


Joseph marking 75th year

The teaching nuns of St An- 
thony’s Catholic School have a 
special year ahead of them — the 
75th anniversary of the establish- 
ment of their order, the Sisters of St. 
Joseph, Third Order of St. Francis. 

The histtry of the order is a story 
of simple faith and blind trust in 
Divine Providence cherished by 
valiant women who braved material 
uncertainty in order to bring moral 
and spiritual aid to countless people. 

It was in 1901 that 40 sisters 
branched of f f rom t he School Sisters 
of St. Francis in Stevens Point, Wise. 
The original Motherhouse, it 
remained so until 1940 when it was 
transferred to South Bend, Ind. At 
the present time the convent in 
Stevens Point is a province under 
the Patronage of St. Joseph 

A new province opened in 1925 
under the patronage of Our Lady of 
Czestochowa in Garfield Heights, 
Ohio. This bicentennial year also 
marks its 50th anniversary. 

Ten years later, still another 
province was established in the 
Chicago area known as the Province 
of Immaculata in Bartlett, 111. 

The Sisters of St. Joseph maintain 
high schools, elementary schools 
and hospitals. The expanding 
spheres include the activity of ad- 
ministration not only in the field of 
education but also in the corporal 
works of mercy. 

In marking its diamond jubilee, 
the order also can look back on 21 
years of dedicated service to St. 
Anthony’s Parish. The current 
teaching staff includes five 
religious, Principal Sister Mary 
Alexis; Sister Mary Raymond, first 
grade; Sister Mary Joan, second 
grade; Sister Mary DeSalles, fifth 
grade, and Sister Mary Pontia, 
eighth grade. 

Other nuns who served for the past 
two decades were the first principal, 
Sister Mary Richard; Sister Mary

Checks totalling more than 
$700,000 will be going out to 
Michigan counties this month under 
new federal legislation which offers 
incentive payments to local units of 
government in return for efforts in 
securing child support for families 


receiving Aid to Dependent Children 
(ADC). 

In addition, almost 30,000 ADC 
recipients will receive checks of up 
to $20 each, a total of more than 
$500,000 in return for their 
cooperation in locating absent 


parents who have been ducking child 
support payments. 

These payments, based on 
November child support collections, 
are being made under a new Social 
Security Act amendment aimed at 
shifting the burden of child support

from taxpayers to those legally 
responsible and financially able to 
provide such support. 

The law, which took effect Aug 1, 
1975, requires each state to establish 
paternity and secure support in 
ADC-related cases. The law also 
provides help to non- ADC families in 
locating missing parents who have 
not been making court-ordered child 
support payments. 

To encourage the states to gear up 
for this program, the federal 
government is chipping in 75 percent 
of the cost, as well as half the cost of 
the incentive payments to ADC 
recipients and 100 percent of the 
incentive payments to local units of 
government which actually do the 
work of securing the support orders 
and collecting the payments. For its 


efforts, Wayne County has received 
payments of $235,988.72 and 
$266,100.06 during the first two 
months of the program. 

The ADC recipient receives up to 
40 percent of the first $50 on a sup- 
port order for which there is a 


current payment. Counties receive 
25 percent of the net child support 
collection, the amount of the child 
support collected minus the in- 
centive payment to the client. After 
the first year the support order is in 
effect, the county share drops to 10 
percent.

Students in film

City, state and railroad officials 
have agreed on a means to improve 
the safety of Romulus’ Ozga Road 
crossing the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad 

The three parties agreed to a 
shared fee on paving and con- 
structing crossing gates with 
flashers at the city's only un- 
protected railroad crossing. 

Officials of the Michigan State 
Highway Department and the 
railroad agreed to a $22,770 cost on 
the project with the city’s share set 
at $4,550. 

According to Mayor James C. 
Stewart, the work on the project is 
expected to begin this spring. 

“This is good news to citizens who 
have had to worry about being 
caught unawares by trains using the 
railroad at the crossing point,” 
Stewart said. “Not having at least a 
flasher at the crossing has been a 


major concern of mine for some 
time.” 

The Ozga Road crossing became a 
problem shortly after the highway 
department opened an expressway 
overpass which linked portions of 
the roadway that had been cut by the 
1-94 freeway. 

The overpass was constructed as 
part of a general widening of the 1-94 
route and the construction of the new 
1-275 route through the city. 

Until now, the crossing has been 
protected by only a stop sign and the 
railroad crossing insignia 

Drivers were required to stop and 
listen for railroad traffic to insure a 
safe crossing. 

“With the paving of 300 feet of the

Of Help Center 

Methadone

The director of Romulus’ crisis 
counseling center, the Romulus Help 
and Job Placement Center, is happy 
that the question of the value of 
methadone treatment for heroin 
addicts is being discussed 
Leonard Melnick, who has been at 
the head of the crisis counseling 
center, jointly funded by city, 
county, state and federal grants for 
the past 2 Vz years, said public 
hearings being conducted by the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners “help to generate 
discussion of the use of methadone.” 

The hearings are sponsored by 
Commissioner Jarrett Simmons' 
Human Resources Committee to 
learn what the everyday person 
thinks of methadone.” 

Being explored is the possible 
decision to phase out the use of 
methadone as a treatment for drug 
addicts within the next six months. 

“I definitely feel that the use of 
methadone as a treatment should be 
examined, in terms of the quality of 
existing programs,” Melnick said. 
“To make a methadone program 
valuable, there should be coun- 
seling, skill development and family 
help programs held in conjunction 
with it, to treat the entire problem of 
drug abuse.” 

Melnick 's concern is that poor 
methadone programs utilize the 
treatment as a total “cure” for 
heroin addiction rather than a tool to 
use in implementing a permanent 
cure. 

Methadone came into vogue as the 
“new treatment” for heroin less 
than five years ago when drug 
treatment agencies learned the drug 
could be used to eliminate the 
physical cravings an addict has for 
heroin. 

Under present programs, the 
methadone either is used as a 
detoxification agent, offering a 
heroin addict a dependence free 
period of time during which he can 
cope with his addiction, and work 
himself free of the need for heroin, 
or as a maintenance agent, under 
which a heroin addict takes 
methadone instead of heroin. 

“Methadone is valuable because it 
removes the physical craving for 
heroin and because it produces no 
‘high’ associated with heroin 
usage,” Melnick said. “But there 
are problems with the use of the 
drug when it is not considered one 
tool in a full treatment program. 

“Poor quality methadone treat- 
ment programs merely transfer the 
addiction for heroin to another drug 
— methadone — while the good 
quality programs provide overall 
help which results in a drug free 
state for the patient.” 

Early in its program develop- 
ment, the Help Center planned to 
utilize a methadone detoxification 
program for Romulus residents in 
need of such a service. 

However, just before federal funds 
were to be appropriated for the Help 
Center methadone program, the 
operators of the center decided to 
drop the Dlans. 

“It wasn’t a decision against 
methadone,” Melnick said. “It was 
a decision to avoid duplicating 
services. 

“There were three centers within 
a 10-minute drive of Romulus of- 
fering methadone programs at the 
time, and ours would have been 
duplicating their efforts.” 

Under the initial plans for the 
Romulus methadone proposal, the 
detoxification treatment — a 21-day 
methadone distribution to heroin 
addicts to aid them in recovering 
from their addiction — would be 
combined with intensive counseling 
and education programs, designed 
to eliminate the emotional causes of 

drug dependence. 

/ 

When the methadone program 
was dropped f rom consideration, the 
counseling program was kept intact. 

“It was the decision of the center’s 
operators that methadone wouldn t 
be as valuable in the Romulus 
community as other programs, 
Melnick said. “We send our heroin 
addicts to other programs to aid 
them in their detoxification while 
concentrating on of faring counseling 
and aid programs to the residents of 
Romulus.” 

The Help Center offers a full 
listing of family, individual and age 
group counseling programs as well 
as a job placement program and a 
senior citizen chore program. 

**We feel the Romulus program 
speaks to the needs of Romulus 


residents,” Melnick added. 

Melnick is a member of the Wavne 
County Substance Abuse Services 
Advisory Council (SASAC), which

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Judge dismisses lawsuit against PCHA 


A $1 million class action suit 
against the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority ( PCHA) has been 
dismissed by Wayne County Circuit 
Judge Blair Moody Jr. 

Moody held that Joseph A. 
Zrenchik of Livonia, who brought 
action for himself and all persons 
who are non-residents of com- 
munities that make up the PCHA 
who have been patients at* the 
hospitals, could not prevail in his 
claim that he and other non- 
residents were denied equal 
protection of the law. 

Twenty-three Western Wayne 
County communities belong to the 
PCHA, which operate Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne, Seaway Hospital 


in Trenton, Beyer Memorial 
Hospital in Ypsilanti and Outer 
Drive Hospital in Lincoln Park. 

Since 1947, all property owners in 
these communities nave been 
assessed a .4 mill property tax to 
support financially the hospitals’ 
operation and bond commitment. 

Since 1957, PCHA has charged 
patients who are non-residents of 
member communities a surcharge 
of 20percent of the patient’s hospital 
bill. 

Zrenchik claimed that he and 
other non-residents have had their 
equal protection rights under the 
Constitution violated since the 
surcharge applies to only non- 
residents. 


Medicare patients 
deductible is up 


Western Wayne County Medicare 
patients with Michigan Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield “complementary 
coverage” won’t be faced with 
higher hospital deductible and 
coinsurance costs this year. 

Deductible and coinsurance costs 
are the patient’s out-of-pocket ex- 
penses required under ihe federal 
government’s Medicare program. 

Starting Jan. 1, the government 
increased the deductible for in- 
patient hospital care from $92 to 
$104. At the same time, the coin- 
surance charge for the 61st to the 
90th day of hospitalization (per 
benefit period) increased from $23 a 
day to $26 a day. 

The deductible and coinsurance 
are both paid under the Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield complementary, 
coverage. 

Approximately 950,000 persons in 
Michigan are covered by Medicare 
and about 60 percent have Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield complementary 
coverage. 

The government also increased 
the coinsurance liability for 
Medicare skilled nursing facilities. 
The patient’s expense will increase 
from $1 1.56 a day toil3 a day for the 
21st through the 100th day of care. 


Persons with Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield complimentary coverage 
which includes benefits for skilled 
nursing facilities will have the 
coinsurance paid under the Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield policy. 

Medicare was introduced in 1966 
as part of the Social Security Act. It 
was designed for persons 65 and 
older and the disabled. 

The latest changes affect the Part 
A portion of Medicare, the basic 
coverage for hospital, post-hospital 
and nursing home care, plus 
diagnostic services, home care and 
psychiatric hospital care. 

Part A automatically is available 
to persons who reach age 65. There 
is no cost for this portion of the 
benefit 

Part B is a supplement which 
primarily covers physician and 
medical services. This benefit 
supplements home care and covers 
diagnostic tests, surgical dressings, 
ambulance service and the rental of 
medical equipment. It's optional and 
can be purchased for about $7 a 
month. 

Blue Cross-Blue Shield offers 
complementary coverage for either 
or both benefits. 


Aliens must report 
their home addresses 


Aliens residing in the United 
States once again will have to report 
their addresses to the U.S. Attorney 
General, according to Armand J. 
Salturelli, district director of the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 

All aliens except accredited 
diplomats and persons accredited to 
certain international organizations 


must report their addresses by the 
end of January on forms which can 
be obtained from any post office or 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service office. 

According to Salturelli, the law 
provides for severe penalties for 
those people who fail to comply with 
the reporting requirements.

Moody held that there was a 
"rational basis” for the surcharge 
based upon residency, since all 
residents of the communities which 
make up the authority have paid the 
millage taxes directly as owners or 
indirectly in a rental charge.” 

"The purpose of the classification 


... is to equalize cr off-set, the 4 mill 
paid by residents that is not paid by 
non-resident patients,” he added 
The PCHA presently has an 
outstanding revenue bond 
obligation, approximating 
$35,000,000. Proceeds from the 
millage have been pledged for the 


payment of those bonds. 

If Zrenchik had succeeded. PCHA 
may have been required to return 
millions of dollars to past non- 
resident patients, having a drastic 
financial effect on the hospitals 
The 23-member communities 
include the Cities of Allen Park.
